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Introduction 


The State Archives of Florida, under the Florida Department of State, is the official repository for the public 
records of the state of Florida. The Archives collects, preserves and makes available the permanently valuable 
records that agencies create or receive in conducting state business. 


The State Archives collects records in five main areas. State Government Public Records are the core of the 
Archives collections. These records document the activities of Florida's territorial and state government from 
1821 to the present. The Manuscript Collection of the State Archives is composed of collections from various 
entities: private citizens, religious organizations, businesses and other non-public groups or organizations. The 
Florida Photographic Collection consists of more than 1.5 million still images and thousands of motion picture 
films and tapes of Florida people, places and events from the middle of the 19" century to the present. The 
Genealogical Collection contains books, microfilm, online resources and other publications that provide an 
extensive information resource for genealogists. The Local Public Records Collection includes a limited amount 
of materials from various county and municipal governments around the state. All of these collecting areas 
offer valuable resources for researching women's history. 


Archives staff compiled this guide to collections relevant to women's issues and history in part by conducting a 
search of the State Archives of Florida Online Catalog, which is available to patrons both on site and remotely. 
The Online Catalog allows searching and browsing of information about the State Archives of Florida's holdings 
of almost 50,000 cubic feet of state and local government records and historical manuscripts. The catalog 
provides descriptions of more than 4,400 collections and lists the contents of containers and folders in many 
of those collections. 


In addition to the records listed in this guide, the Archives holds other collections containing materials relevant 
to women's issues and history. Subject files and correspondence of governors, legislators and state agencies 
often contain relevant records. Folder and box titles are searchable using the Online Catalog, a process which 
can be useful in locating files on women contained within larger collections. 


Legislative committee records consist of Florida Senate and House committee files, as well as audio recordings 
of hearings. Subject matter includes legislation directly affecting women, such as that dealing with welfare 
reform, labor and equal opportunity, and women in the military. The Archives also holds the United States 
census for Florida from 1830 to 1920, which can be helpful in compiling statistical and demographic 
information. County and other local record series, though not listed in this guide, are also a rich source of 
information. The Archives' local government series consist primarily of microfilm copies of county court 
records from Florida’s 67 counties, including probate, marriage, birth, military and property records 
concerning women. 


The State Archives of Florida is located in the R.A. Gray Building at 500 South Bronough Street, Tallahassee, 


Florida. The Reference Room is open Monday through Friday from 9:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and can be reached by 
phone at 850.245.6719 or on the web at archivesflorida.com.

2. State Agencies 


This section is organized by the creating agency, then by the agency’s record series that relates to women’s 
history and women’s issues in Florida. Some agencies have several series listed due to their frequent 
involvement in projects, initiatives and everyday work relating to women. Several series document women in 
high levels of management, such as Secretary of State, Secretary of Administration, State Librarian and 
Archivist, and Chancellor of the Board of Regents. Several series concern education for women in Florida, 
including several from the Florida State College for Women, predecessor to Florida State University, and other 
series pertain to equal educational and employment opportunities for women at Florida public universities. 
Some series document women’s rights and health issues such as voting rights, the Equal Rights Amendment, 
equal employment opportunities for women, family planning and midwifery.

This series contains bound volumes of meeting 
minutes documenting the topics of discussion, decisions 
made, and actions taken by the Board. The records reflect the 
Board's involvement in managing the facilities of various state 
institutions, including the Florida Industrial School for Girls.

(the record of midwives licensed by county), and midwife 
record cards that document a midwife's yearly health 
checkups, race, literacy and education levels, and consulting 
physicians.

The holdings of the Florida Photographic Collection include more than 1.5 million images and 7,000 movies 
and videotapes to form the most complete visual portrait of Florida and Floridians available. Comprised of 
photographs provided by hundreds of individual donors, the collection reflects the homes, families, work, 
pastimes, and social, cultural, and natural environments of Floridians from the mid-1800s to the present. It 
documents women in the workforce, in the military and in the home, performing activities as varied as 
hunting, plowing, teaching, sewing, washing, cooking, politicking and playing. Subject matter is diverse in 
terms of ethnicity, social class and religion. There are numerous stereotypical and sexist images, as well as a 
multitude of strong pioneer portraits. 


Most of the photographs of women are in the General Photographic Collection, arranged alphabetically by 
subject. The collection includes subject and personal name finding aids. Images of women are in all subject 
categories including agriculture, aviation, government, integration, industry, railroads, slavery, towns and 
universities. 


While the State Archives obtained most of the images in the Florida Photographic Collection singly or in small 
groups, there are several other significant collections containing numerous photographs of women, as 
described below.

Many of the images are aerial shots of the 
downtown and subdivision areas of Jacksonville, but there 
are also many images of and relating to women in 
advertising, stores and other businesses, clubs and 
organizations.

Three areas of interest are 
postmortem photographs, women working in health care and 
union strike photos.

Among the photographs in this collection are images 
depicting Jewish individuals and families; social, religious, 
ceremonial and celebratory activities; and synagogue, home 
and school scenes. There are many photos of women 
throughout the collection.

demonstrations in and around Florida as well as in 
Washington, D.C. and Atlanta, Georgia. There are also 
photographs from the 1972 Florida Democratic Convention in 
Miami, images from the Florida Folk Festival and commercial 
portraits.

Donn Dughi (1932-2005) was a longtime United Press 
International photographer and was chief of UPI's Tallahassee 
bureau for 21 years. He also served as official photographer 
of the Florida House of Representatives and as a television 
cameraman. This collection of photographs primarily depicts 
political subjects such as the Florida legislature, the Capitol, 
protests and other political topics and activities. Images of 
sports, crime and space exploration, as well as some family 
photographs, are also included.

Photographic Collection, 1930s-1970s

Joseph Janney Steinmetz was a world renowned commercial 
photographer whose images appeared in such publications as 
The Saturday Evening Post, Life, Look, Time, Holiday, Colliers, 
and Town and Country. His work has been referred to as "an 
American social history," documenting diverse scenes of 
American life from affluent northeasterners to middle-class 
Floridians. Steinmetz's Florida images document the rapid 
development of the state and the marketing strategies 
commonly employed in post-World War II America. This 
collection includes images of social events; tourist locations 
and activities; the Ringling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
Circus; prominent people; and various recreation and 
industry shots.

This collection consists of tens of thousands of photographic 
negatives taken by Bert Morgan and his son Richard, 
documenting Palm Beach high society people, places and 
events. Included are images of parties, charity balls, sporting 
events, gallery openings, street scenes and other events and 
locations. Nearly every prominent individual or public figure 
who lived in, or passed through, Palm Beach during this time 
was captured in these images, including a number of 
photographs of John F. Kennedy and the Kennedy family.

This collection consists of approximately 1,000 images taken 
by Don and Gladys Marks documenting many areas of Florida. 
The Markses worked with Harriet Bedell, prominent 
missionary and friend to the Florida Seminoles, and 
approximately 400 of their images document the Seminoles, 
including their work, daily life and tourism. Other images 
depict many locations around the state, including Key West, 
the Everglades, Sanibel Island, Ft. Myers, St. Petersburg, 
Bradenton, Tampa and St. Augustine.
